Applicant argues that the new matter rejection was in error. The rejection has been withdrawn. 

Applicant further argues that the 1 12 rejection drawn to the limitation, "the clutch unit" was in error. The rejection is withdrawn. 

Applicant further traverses the 103 rejection. Applicant's argument is focused on the first prior art Rodrigues and ignores the section of 
the rejection where the second Reference Ozaki et al disclose a final clutch torque computed from first ans second clutch torques in 
association with a ratio coefficient value which chnages according to tire diameter difference. Ozaki is used as a 103 in combination with 
Rodrigue. 

Applicant's argument that Ozaki does not disclose computing a tire diameter difference is traversed. Applicant's statements actually 
concur that Rodrigue (col. 9, lines 1-21 ) at least discloses the tire diameter difference. That Rodrigue determines that there is a presence 
of a SMALLER tire. SMALLER implies a difference between two compared tire diameters. 

Applicant's argument that Ozaki fails to teach changing the ration of FF an FB. These limitations are not in the claims. 
It is believed that the rejections are proper and thus stand. 
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
